Stone monuments and grave mark- 
ers were damaged in St. Mary’s Cem- 
etery on Hallowe’en night by some 
vandal or vandals, who thus far have 
not been apprehended. It proved to be 
a serious act. of desecration and con- 
siderable damage was done. Local 
police and State Police still have the 
matter under investigation and'it is 
hoped that the guilty will be found 
and made to pay for a full restoration.

It is to be 
hoped that the culprits will be found 
and punished. 


Gypsy Moth Infestea 
Trees Are Plastered 

There is a new high in the infesta- 
tion of the gypsy moth about this 
town and a walk about the edge of 
the woodlands reveals the extent of 
the inroad of the pest. They came here 
emasse in the high winds of the fall 
and were quickly observed. Many 
citizens went to work immediately 
with the creosote can and brush to 
put an end to their careers and help 
save their trees. 

Thousands of the overwintering egg 
clusters of the moth are to be found 
here and the town crew will have to 
get to work early in the spring to 
master the situation which-is declared 
by pest directors to be desperate. It 
is said that the single clusters con- 
tain from 400 to 600 eggs and unless 
they can be found and eradicated, we 
will see plenty of more caterpillars 
next summer, with more moths and a 
greater infestation. Many trees in 
Northfield have been found to harbor 
from 30 to 50 egg clusters of the 
gypsy moth. 

A similar situation prevails in 
West Northfield, South Vernon, Ver- 
non and in Brattleboro where citizens 
are urged to assist in destroying the 
pests and which can only be done by 
painting the egg clusters with creo- 
sote. The Farm Bureau there suggests 
that the work of destruction be done 
now. Frank W. Anderson of Warwick 
Avenue is our gypsy moth agent.
